Brazilian Troops Trampled Under 
Foot by Fanatical Insur- 
gent Hordes. 



Miles of Road Leading to Canados 
Are Strewn With Bodies of • 
the Fallen. 



New Yonk, July 29.— A Bpecial to tte 
Herald from Rio de Janeiro Bays iafor- 
mation lias readied that city that more 
than 3,000 Eoldiers liave been killed in a 
big battle near the site of Canados. The 
fanatics, numbering more than 10,000 
men, all well armed, atiaeked the gov- 
ernment troops. Whole brigades of the 
soldiers were swept down and destroyed, 
trampled under foot as tlie victorious 
fanatics with wild hoarse shouts of tri- 
umph passed over tliem. 

The lull extent of the loss of life can- 
not be told. There is no reasonable 
doubt, 'howeveii that the loss In killed 
on both sides is more than 3,000. Fur 
miles the ground around Canados ia' 
strewn witli the dead and dying. The 
government troops were compelled to 
leave their dead on the field and flee to 
save themselves from complete destruc- 
tion by the avalanche of faratics. 

When the report of the awful battle 
reached Rio de Janeiro.it was considered 
by the president aud ministry, and it was 
decided to send the minister of war to 
the scene next week with -1,000 aien,who 
are now Kathering. They will carry with 
them a ijrent amount of ammunition, 
and will endeavor to dislodge the fan- 
atics from the positions they now hold. 

Fighting has been in progress in Can- 
ados for several weeks. In the mean- 
time, while the fanatics fought appar- 
ently with little heart, they have been 
gatherioe their forces from all direc- 
tions. The result was the final attack 
on the government troops which led to 
apch awful results. 

FOB USB IN THE PliACEES. 

Tacsiiia Man Has a Device for Rapid Work 
in Winter. 

Seat*I/E, July 30, — It has remained for 
a Tacoma man to invent a labor-saviap; 

device that promises to revolutioni-^e 
mining in the Klondyko. It is nothing 
more or less than a patent which solves 
the problem of working the fro/.en plac- 
ers in a manner that upsets all calcula- 
tions heretofore made. 

The plan adopted and carried out last 
winter was the burning of wood to thaw 
out the ground. Work could be carried 
on in that manner, but the progress was 
slow and the plan expensive, the wood 
costs from ;f8 to !f 15 a cord at the mines. 
With a cord or two of wood sL.k 
or eight inches of ground could 
be loosened, and in that way a 
shaft could be sunk to bedrock. 
The heat caused by the burning wood 
made it ditBcult to keep the fires going, 
as the water from melting snow keptpour- 
ing down. The new device is :beBt de- 
scribed as a sort of improvished blast 
furnace, which can be operated with 
wood, charcoal or petroleum. By this 
means the ice can be dissolved with 
lightning-like rapidity. Three men with 
one machine can thaw from ten to thirty 
feet of frozen ground per day. A,s therc3 
are "JOO pans to the yard, at the mini- 
mum estimate of ten yards per day, and 
the low estimate of $10 to the pan, threo 
men would clean up .'i;20,0(jo in ten 
hours. This seeins almost incredible, 
but it is said to be true nevortheless. 

It is stated on quite good authority 
that capitalists in the East are figuring 
on securing an interest in the patent, 
the owners claiming that they could get 
a million dollars. It is their intention , 
however, to work the patent and reap

The excitement over the Klondykedis- 
co'z-eries does not abate with the depart- 
ure of the many hundreds for the Yu- 
kon, and the demand for accommodation 
on steamships goint; North is even 
stronger nowtbana -.VeBk ago# By F. 
0. l)avidge <3c Co., the blP.N. &'Cb.', and 
other transportation companies at home 
and abroad, innumerable inquiries are 
being received as to rates, sailing datesj 
and other information. The Danube, 
which goes out to-morrow, has already* 
good load secnred. Her cabin tickets, 
which were limited to fifty, were all sold 
out yesterday before noon, while steerage 
tickets are alill going rapidly. Freight 
ia also offering freely, and by to-night 
the vessel will have a fair cargo on board. 
She is alongside Turner, Beeton & Co. 'a 
wharf loading, and was yesterday busy 
slinging into her afterhold freight going 
to Northern British Columbia ports, at 
which the steamer calls en route tf> 
Dyea. 

In consideration of the great amountof 
trade offering for St. Michael's, princi- 
pally from the East, F. 0. Davidge fi. Co. 
found it necessary yesterday to alter 
their former plana about sending the 
steamer Bristol to Dyea. Tiiey have also 
changed the ship's sailing date from 
the 10th to the Sth of August and ar- 
ranged for her to call at Vancouver oit 
her way North. Exactly one-fourth o£ 
the ship's enormouBpasaenger accommfl-' 
dation has already been sold, or in other 
words 250 passengers have so far been 
booked for the trip. Of these one party 
of 200 ia coming from Chicago, They 
are travelling VVest over the C.P.R. and' 
purpose reaching the Klondyke by 
making the long river voyage up the 
Yukon from St. Michael's. It is not 
known yet where this party intend out- 
fitting, but it is probable the greater 
number will be picked up at Vancouver. 
The ship has 200 tons of freight already 
secured and the prospects of getting 
other larger ahipments immediately. 

For the Islander, which leaves on her 
second trip North on August 15, the 
C.P.N. Co. have already sold many 
tickets to Eastenera, one party of forty 
being now on the road from Montreal. 
The Sound cities will also add to the 
number going from here, and one o£ the 
best advertisements this part of the 
Northern business haa received was the 
experience of. those jwho came over from 
Seattle to leave on" the Islander. ^Oae 
party of three or four discovered that bjr 
the time they had paid dnty .bn ..^their 
outfits, they were out over $150 on goods 
they could have more advantageously 
purchased in Victoria for just so miiclt 
less money. Thip observation soon cou- 
fronted them, and acting on the wisdoca 
acquired they immediately wrote to 
friends at home, advising them that 
Victoria was the place whereat to fit 
out. 



KLONDIKE BOATS. 

Light Yet Strong Craft Being SpeciaUjr 
Btitu tac the North Bound . Uiners. 

The gold seekers who go north to the 
Yukon in search of wealth have con- 
fronting them the problem of being 
obliged to take in plenty of supplies and 
yet to keep the weight down to the 
lowest notch owing to the difiiculty of 
packing. Then again after the tr.aiE 
from the coast is passed boats to con- 
tinue the voyage to the Yukon are 
essential. Consequently it is desirable 
to take along boat material among the 
supplies. Here is where the ingenuity 
and inventive ability of man gets in its 
fine work. Some men prefer to take 
their lumber plain and fashion it into 
shape when the lakes are reached, while 
as might have been noticed on " the 
Islander and Teea, many took with 
them lumber all cut to size so that the 
boatscan be knocked together as quickly 
IS possible. 

They must be light but they must be 
strong and capable of sustaining quite a 
cargo. Hero in Victoria several firms 
have had men working overtime fashion- 
ing boats for the miners. Some were 
sent up by the last steamers and many 
are now ready or in process of construc- 
tion for the Danube to-morrow or for the 
Louise, Bristol or other vessels an- 
nounced to sail. 

W. Lang at the corner of Douglas and 
Yates street will complete two boats to- 
day for Mr. Hulbert.s jiarty that will he 
very complete and yet very light. They 
are ol half inch plank with inch bottoma. 
One is 24 feet long with a carrying 
capacity lor two and a half tons, while 
the other, with a length of 18 feet, :Wlll 
carry one and a half tons. These boats 
will have canvas covers, so that they 
can be used for sleeiiiiig purposes, and 
tiie largest will only weigh 100 pounds 
complete, Canvas boats are being made 
at F. Jfaune's sail loft, over Braknian <fc 
Ker's ofiiceon Government street.

Conditions A greed to Wliioli Prom- 
ise to Be Satisfactory to 
All ^pdncerned. 



PiTTBBuno, Pa., July 20. — The "true 
uniformity " conference of coal operators 
of the Pittsburg district has concluded 
its work after a two days' seBsionof close 
and persistent work. The sections of 
the uniformLty agreement were thor 
oaghly discaased and, adopted by see 
tion. The beet of feeling prevailed 
throughout the meeting, the only excep- 
tion being the bolting of Col. Kond at 
yesterday's session. Just previous to 
adjournment, liowever, Judge Owens 
announced that Col. Rend had author 
ized him tc atate that any agreement of 
the conference would reeeivo hia hearty 
co-operation, and he would sign it if DO, 
50 or even 20 per cent, of the operators 
were sincere in their sanction of it. The 
conference ai)pointed a coiuinittce of 
five, W. r. De Annitt, J. P. Zerbe, J. J. 
Steitler, J. C. Dienrt and JJ". F. Sanfortl, 
with Gen. John Little, to secure siK'ia- 
turea to the agreement. Tliia eounnittee 
will begin its work to-Jnorrow. It will 
be aided by the Ohio board of arbitra- 
tion. When the requiaite number of 
signatures have been secured another 
meeting will be held to ratify the agree- 
ment. The agreement, as adopted, pro- 
vides : 

"Cash payment of wages; 2,000 
pounds to the ton ; check weight luen 
in the tipples; miners to be credited 
with the full quantity of coal contained 
in the mine car; abolition of company 
Btorea; Bemi-montbly pay days; uni- 
form price of pick mininK in the thin 
and thick vein districts, and screens not 
exceeding one and one-half inches ; also 
in case of the violation of the terms of 
the agreement, a penalty of 10 cents per 
ton on the total output of coal mined by 
the violator, which penalty is to be paid 
to a commission, subject to the right of 
either arbitration or appeal; said pen- 
alty, when collected, to be distributed 
among the signers of the agreement, pro 
rata, in proportion to the total amount 
of output made by them daring the 
year." 

The commission is to be chosen an- 
nually and shall be known by the name 
of the uniformity commiseion. It shall 
be composed of nine members, the thick 
and thin vein operators having proper 
representation. The members sLiall be 
sworn faithfully and impartially to per- 
form the duties of their ofiice and will 
he authorized and empowered to enforce 
judgmente and awards. It shall also 
be pemowered to subpoena witnesses 
with the same force and effect as a 
l>oard of arbitration duly appointed by 
the act of the assembly of Pennsylvania 
relating to compulsory arbitration. 

The agreement will not become ed'ec- 
live unleea it has been signed by 00 per 
cent, of the operators on or before 
January 1, IS'JS. After 90 per cent, 
having; signed the agreement, if any 
fifteen of the operators shall be of the 
opinion thatlenough have signed to ren- 
der it cli'ective, a meeting alinll be called 
in Pittsburg to declare it in force. 

The operators, with a few exceptions, 
want it distinctly understood that the 
passaKO of an agreement wliereby all 
operators are to adopt a similar system, 
and are to pay the same relative prices 
for mining, has nothing to do with the 
great strike. They wish the miners to 
disabuae their minds of any such 
theories. The operatorB hare also shut 
out the miners' leaders from any part in 
the conferences that may take place 
through questions arising between the 
operators and miners, by inserting a 
clause in the agreement stating that the 
commission shall be composed of work- 
men employed by the Bubacribers. It 
was decided that present contracts could 
not be made the basis for arbitration. 
Operators from eighty-live rail mines 
and five river minea agreed to take part 
in the convention, wfiicii is a greater 
percentage than it was hojied to get to- 
gether. 

The operators worked smoothly and 
few objections were raised to the agree- 
ment as written. There was a close vote 
on the question whether the cominissiori 
to be appointed should be privileged to 
tamper with the differential in the thick 
and thin vein region. The vote on the 
qoeBtion resulted in 13 to settle by com- 
misBion and 11 to stand as at present. 
All the voting was light. 

Mr. Hoosack almost broke up the as- 
semblage when lie moved to njako the 
agreement beoonie operative when Kev- 
enty-llve operators had ei^^iied it. Tlie 
vote was then taken and reaulted in (i to 
make it 75 per cent, and 11 to make it Do 
per cent. 

BUEGLAES IN VANCOUVEE. 

The Residence of Mr, Henry Abbott Visited 
Unsuccessfully. 

Vancouver, July 30. — (Special)— Bur- 
glars are becoming a nuisance again in 
Vancouver. H. Abbott's 1ioup,o was en- 
tered last night and the swag piled up in 
shape for removal, including the solid 
silvenrare. "In looking for money in Mr. 
Abbott's room the intruders made a 
noise, however, and were frightened 
away. An attempt was also made to 
enter Q. Ferguson's house.

HOT SHOT FE03£ HOaE. 



Proreasor Elliot, of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tnte. Says American Ofncialdom Knows 
Notbingr of the Sealing guestlon. 

London, July 30.— The Chronicle's 
Washington correspondent cables that 
Professor Elliot, of the Smith8|onian In- 
stitute, has written a caustic letter to 
Judge Day, assistant secretary of state, 
criticising the Hon. John W, Poster for 
writing the celebrated dispatch to Am- 
bassador Hay on the sealing question. 

Professor Elliot says the state depart- 
ment is open to a crushing reply from 
the Canadians, and he warns Judge Day 
that he will find bimaeif in the same 
mortifying position as ' Mr, Blaine in 
1890 when Canada promptly rebutted 
his letter. 

Continuing, Prof. Elliot aays, the cor- 
respondent asserts, " inexperienced, 
ignorant men should not write of matters 
regarding which they know no more 
than parrots, John W. Foster is ntterly 
ignorant of the truth regarding the 
salient features of the sealing question. 

"That letter of May 10 was like all 
preparations from his hands on this 
subject, full of gross errors. Hia dull- 
ness in making up the American case in 
18<J2 cost the United States that ahame- 
ful, humiliating defeat in Faris in 
18D;!." 

In conclusion the correspondent as- 
serts, I'rofessor Elliott says; 

"Tills whole sealing business from 
the day tlie trouble Ijegan in ISOO to 
(late has not been in the hands of a 
competent man on our side for a single 
moment. It lias been and is now tlie 
sport of the Canadians, and the languid 
contempt of the British ministry is 
all it receives when it comes up tliere." 

THE PEICE OF PEACE. 

A Mixed Commission to Determine tlie 
Amount of ComjienBatlon Bue 
Ottomaa.SubJects. 

Paris, July 30, — A dispatch to the 
Temps from Constantinople says that 
the signing of the preliminaries of peace 
awaits only the reply of the Greek gov- 
ernment fixing tlie dates for the pay- 
ment of the indemnity. 

Besides providing for a rectification 
frontier in accordance with the plans of 
European military attaches, and for au 
indemnity of Xi,000,000, the treaty 
directs that a mixed commission of dele- 
gates of the powers and of Turkey shall 
lis the compensation duo Ottoman sub 
jects for losses through the war. 

The question of capitulations is left to 
be settled by Greece and Turkey before 
the conclusion of a definite peace. The 
evacuation of Thesaaly is made con 
ditional upon the full discharge of the 
indemnity. 

As soon as the treaty is signed, says 
the Temps' correspondent, theEuropean 
military attaches and members of the 
Ottoman stafl" in Theasaly will meet 
there to delimitate the frontier. 



MAEBIED HIS SISTEE. 

A Terrible Tale of English Gipsy Life End- 
ine in a Tragedy, 

London, July 80. — Henry Lee, a tailor, 
aged 55 years, committed auicide a few- 
days ago upon hearing that he had in- 
advertently married his sister. Lee's 
sister was sold by her parents in her in- 
fancy to the Golden Lees tribe of 
gipsies, and was subsequently trans 
ferred from tribe to Iribe until her iden- 
tity was practically lost. 

In the meantime, according to Lee's 
confession before his death, he had, 
when 15 years old, stabbed a woman to 
death, by his father's command, and 
alterwards learned that the woman 
whom he had killed was his own mother. 
The murder was committed on Epsom 
Downs. 

Lee met his sister, who was a widow, 
in October last, and married her in No- 
vember, The identity was revealed to 
Lee a fortnight ago by gipsies, who fur- 
nished proof of their relationship.

\\'hile the BoldieiH were eacortirii; hiui 
through the streets to the guard house 
he bolted. The non-com inisfcioned ofli- 
cer coiiiiiiandiufz the j)iclt(!t culled upon 
liiiu tlin-e LiiiieH to stoii.

Edward Bi-addou on Imperial 
Defence and . the Federation 
bf the British Empire. 



NIosTREAr-, July 30.— In an interview 
here yesterday, Premier Reid, of New 
South Wales, said the Pacific cable pro- 
ject has not advanced. He repeated the 
views previously expressed by liim in 
London in condemnation oi the scheme 
for preferential trade. It ^yould be a 
great mistake, he thought, for England 
to depart from free trade. He could see 
free trade would be more diflicult in 
Canada than his own country, owing to 
the long reign of proteption. Be sympa- 
thized with Laurier in. not being too 
sudden in changes. A gradually de- 
clining tariir extending over twenty 
years minht meet the ease. The pre- 
miere, he said, entertained the very 
hiljhest opinion of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
both j>eraonally and as a public man, 

A representative of lieuter's acency 
has ha(l an interview with Sir l-khvard 
Braddon, prime minister of Tasmania. 
Askeil (or his views on the question of 
unperial defence. Sir lOdward said; 

" My opinion is very much the same 
as it was at the time of the Sydney con- 
ference ol premiers last year, when it 
was agreed tl^at until the colonies were 
federated it would be very diliicult to 
perfect a defence system. To make 
foroe effective it is eeaential that Itsbould 
be under the control of one officer acting 
as commander-in-chief. At presenteacB 
colony has its own small army— com 
posed chiefly of volunteers— under its 
own local commandant, It seems to me 
for many reasons, that ledcrntion must 
precede an eO'ectivo imperial defence 
Bcheuie. " 

Dealing with local federation, theTas- 

mnnian premier said: 

" At the recent convention (which 
meets again at Sydney in September) un- 
doubted progress was made in this 
direction. Some of tlio diflerences divi(i- 
ing tljB colonies were reduced. If the 
more populous states will only concede 
what may be fairly loolted for by. tli.e 
Eiualler ones for the protection of State 
rights and interests, and if we can agree 
to some system of finance which shall 
include at some time or other — and at no 
very distant time — the consolidation of 
our debts, I think federation is within 
our reach. But it must be rememisered 
that this is not a matter to be eettied by 
the fiO or CO members of the convention ; 
it is one to be determined by the voice 
of the people of thedifl'erent colonies.'' 
:i Turning to the larger (jueation of im 
perial federation, Sir Edward, in reply 
toquestion, expressed tlie following view ; 

"No doubt this question has been 
largely advanced, and tlie feeling in 
favorof i iiiperinl fudcratioii strengtliened, 
by the splendid reception accorded to 
the colonial i>reniiers on Jubilee da 
The interchange of views and confer- 
ences with Jlr. Clianiberlain niUBt all 
help it forward to some extent. In the 
colonies there are a number of people 
against imperial federation ; there are 
many in favor of it. So far as the 
premiers are concerned all that is now 
])roceedifig in London favora the idea 
that the number of those deeirous of 
bringing this, scheme to pass will be 
greatly increased. Bat imperial fejdera 
tion must be a growth; it cannot be 
eirected by a coup de main. Herein it is 
diirerent from local federation. In the 
latter case, if the people so will -it, a 
federal government and parliament can 
be established at once. 

" Imperial federation, to be complete, 
must include the creation of a federal 
parliament at Westminster in which the 
colonies sliall be fully represented. It 
is ibvioug that this cannot be done at 
once. liut step by step — hy an Imperial 
Council or other means — this end may 
be obtained when the United Kinudom 
and the colonies come to feel the neces- 
sity of it, Speaking for Tasmania, I 
believe, if put to the test, it would be 
found that the majority are in favor of 
Imperial federation." 

Dealing, in conclnaion, with imperial 
trade relations, theTaamanian premier 
says: 

" While Tfew South Wales is in a jio- 
eition to adopt a policy ot free tradi-, we 

ill llio otlier Australian I'uloiiieg must 
depend for so considerable a jiart of oiir 
reveniie upon customs duties tliat, so far 
as I can see, there is no prospect of our 
being able in the near future to adopt in 
a subataiitial form a jiolicy of free trade, 
or even adopt to any very important de- 
gree a preferential tarilf."

Harry Jensen the Escaped Jail Bird

Harry Jensen, wlio escaped a few 
veeks ago. from the quarry gang at the 
provincial jail, where he waa doing time 
for a daring theft, is once more iu the 
hands of the law. He seems to liave the 
faculty of makintj himself occnBionally 
invisible; yet tlio miigic would not work 
all the time, and constable McDonald 
ascordihgly had the satisfaction of lo- 
cating him at Oak Bay last evening.

Like many a belter man before him, 
if cynical pliilo^ophers are to be be- 
lieved, Jensen's fate waa sealed by a 
woman. .She is neitlier young, nor 
beautiful, nor particularly good, and 
hyuce tlie roaiautic element does not 
entor into the case at all. 

Althoui;h Jensen had apparently dis- 
appeared as completely as ttiougli the 
lire balloon liad swooped down and car- 
ried him away, it turns out now 
that a week at;o tlie escaped prison- 
er waa seen down at the harljor 
View cabins near the rice mills, where 
ho and his klootchman had formerly 
lived. He was at that particular time 
in woman's clothing and for that reason 
very .possibly he escaped attracting tlie 
attention that was his due as an escaped 
jail bird. 

On Thursday night last he was a)»ain 
in evidence in the same locality. Either 
he had acquired a fondness for feminine 
apparel or believed liimself completely 
disguised in the raiment ot the gentler 
sex. In any event, he retained the 
skirts and llouncea, and when his once 
devoted klootchman returned to hia 
cabin late at night she found it stripped 
of its contents even to the stove and the 
table — not very valuable furniture per- 
haps, but the total of her small poasea- 
sions. 

Not knowing or even suspecting at the 
time wlio had walked off with lier be- 
longinga and only realizing that she had 
been robbed, the woman made straight 
for the police station and there poured 
out her tale df woe. Tlie police promptly 
Searched ihe place and immediately dis- 
covered a note lying on the floor. 

It was from Jensen and written in 
Chinook— telling the klootch not to be 
alarmed as be had taken her goods and 
she would hear from him at Port Town- 
send as ' eooa as he could make the 
American side. Possibly had she her- 
self discovered the note the police would 
never have been informed of the rob- 
bery and Jensen would yet be enjoying 
his' liberty. The cabins are near the 
water ; Jensen had evidently used a boat; 
and following up the clue thus supplied 
ConKtable McDonald had the satisfaction 
of provimr hia theory of the case correct 
by apprehending the much wanted 
escape last evening. 

The same Thursday evening Jensen 
showed himself in another quarter of 
the city. A woman living on Humboldt 
street hearing lier little dog barking ex- 
citedly went to quiet the yelping beast. 
As she opened the door a man confront- 
ed her, and with a scream she fainted. 
The shriek brought a lodger in the liouse 
who knew Jensen by sight and fully re- 
cognized him a^he beat a hasty retreat. 

As long ago aa last Monday or rather 
early Tuesday morning the nocturnal 
meditations of Pete the fisherman who 
occupies the lower rooms nearest Store 
street of the Harbor View cabins was 
rudely disturbed by the advent of the 
aforesaid Jensen— not in prison or female 
garb, but decently clothed and in his 
right mind. It seems from what the 
fisherman says that during the enforc- 
ed abdence of her lord and master 
Jensen's klootchman transferedherall'ec- 
tions to the person of a hale and hearty 
ship's cook, and Jensen's first (|ueation 
ami evidently the prime object of hia 
visit to Pete was as to the faithfulness to 
him of hiH enaiiiorata. 

"1 tell' him," said the iiaherman when 
seen last night, " yaa, of course shegetta 
one more man," and added, '• When I 
see data man Harra Jensen I getta 
scared, and bime-by he come taka my 
oars. 1 tell him bim by Christo Col- 
ombo, you steal ma oars, I tella de 
police." 

This latter threat seems to have been 
effective, for after Jensen had inter- 
viewed his erstwhile Delter-lialf, ho re- 
turned and borrowed a pair of oara, 
which were returned to their owner on 
Tuesday. 

Pete says that .lensen slept at tlie 
cabin on Monday night and had a 
stormy interview with the wrecker of 
hia domestic felicity. According to a 
witness, when Jensen accused the 
woman of her fickleness she unblushing- 
ly acknowledged the soft impeachment, 
but in order to avoid all future squalls, 
left the cabin the next day. 

Jensen, not to be out-done, returned 
Ttjursday night and made the cleans weep 
of everything in sight. ' 

Now like Eugene Aram he finds him- 
self again " with gyvea upon his wrist."

BIGfiEST JilAE YET HEARD FROM. 

A Man Who Calls Hinisclf Frnnk Moss Tells 
Montana People Tall Tales. 

The excitement incident to the gold 
strike on the Klondyke has brought to 
the front all kinds of liars whose claims 
aa artists in their particular line have 
been a subject of dispute until the pres- 
ent time. To a Great Falls romancer is 
due the cake or whatevet else is emlile- 
matie of the ehampiou liar. This man, 
who claims ho has been on the Yukon, 
is poasesaed of an imaf;ination that would 
make even Kider Jiai-'sard or liudyard 
Kiplinc envious. The following iiuoiit 
hia story is clipped from the Grand 
Forks, N.D., Daily Herald: 

" GitKAT Falls, July 22. — Frank iMobs, 
an old miner who four years at;o waa one 
of a party of Americans who visited the 
Klondyke country, returned to-day and 
tells a story of horrors and starvation 
seldom e(|ualed even in modern novels. 
He deacribes the Klondyke as a placer 
camp, seven miles long and thirteen 
miles wide, located in a sink walled in 
by boulders 3,000 feet high. The gold, 
he says, abounds, but no or- 
dinary man can stand the liard- 
shipa of the uncivilized couulry. 

Wlien Moss left here three years ago 
he waa a sturdy fellow, over six feet laTl. 
From his liardship and privations bo is 
a cripple for life and badly broken in 
health. In three years he saw^ over 2,000 
graves made in the Klondyke liasin, a 
large majority of whom died froui star- 
vation. The Bteameliij) conipaiues bring 
in all the food and allow no private im- 
p irtation. Coneequently it is not un- 
9 uimon to go for weeks with but a 
scanty supply and for days with nothing 
to eat. The gold brought in liiat week 
to Seattle, Mogs says, doea not represent 
the findiuga of individual apeculators, 
but a large portion was confiscated from 
the eDTecta of those 2,000 miners who fell 
a prey to the hardships. 

At the death of a man the body is 
buried without a coffin and the liuat 
divided among those who can care for 
him. With proper reliefs established 
by the governnient, Moss says, gold can 
be taken out at the rate of $2,000,000 a 
month. The rlehest strike has been 
found by a 21-year-old boy, named 
George Uoroblower, o! Indianapolis. 
In the heart of a barren waste, known 
as the Boulder fielda, he found a nugget 
for which the transportation company 
gave him $5,700. He located his claim 
at the find and in four months had 
tiken out over $100,000. The richest 
section ot Alaska, Mosa says, ie aa yet 
undeveloped. It is lO'l miles from Klon- 
dyke and known aa tlie Black Hole of 
Culcutta. It is inhabited by ex-convicts 
of Bjhemia, and murder and riot takes 
the place of law and order. 

Svhile Romancer idoss' story is bo pre- 
posterously imaginative that it seems al- 
most like striking a cripple to answer it, 
ic might just as well bo said now that 
four years ago there were not 2,000 white 
men in interior Alaska, to say nothing of 
that number dying. Not one death from 
starvation has ever been reported. Those 
few unfortunates who have died in that 
country were principally renegades who 
met death from being shot in saloon 
brawls. Four or five men only have died 
from cold incident to being lost in the 
wilds of ice and snow. 

In cfiniu'ction with Moss' gruesome 
fairy tale— which ia ao ])alpably falae in 
all particulara aa luittci even require i^on- 
tradictioii — K. 0. liowker of Forty Mile, 
now viaitiug San Francieco, says that bo 
far from there lieing over two tiiouband 
deaths on the Klondyke during the iiaat 
three years, there waa nobody there to 
die until something less than a year ago, 
and since then there have been but three 
deaths in that whole district ao far as 
known. In the graveyard at Forty Mih; 
post, which baa served for all that section 
for some vears past, there are only be- 
tween thi'rty and forty graves.

GOOD ENOUGH FOR ONE BAY. 

In twentj'-four houra Victoria buei- 
nesa men subscribed over if 1,000 to be 
used in adTertiaing the city aa an out- 
fitting poifat for the Yukon, This is 
•well done. Already an excellent begin- 
ning hag been made in the way of ad- 
vertisin?. The " Vukon Gold Fields " 
pamphlet is being sent East aa fast as 
they can be turned out of the binder's 
handa. This edition will esceed 10,000. 
It has no connection with the effort for 
which the $1,000 have been sub- 
scribed. This money will be spent 
in advertising in foreign and Eastern 
Canadian papers and otherwise. Twenty 
papers in the United Statea and Canada 
have already been qomnHjuicated with, 
and advertisements have been sent by 
wire to all except the nearest points. 
Hundreds of marked copies of the Col- 
onist of yesterday, making an appeal to 
the Eastern press of Canada to assist in 
sending the Yukon business to the Brit- 
ish Columbia cities, have been sent to 
the newepapera. The circular of the 
Board of Trade has been telegraphed all 
over Canada and the TTnited States. 
Through the medium of Eeuter'a News 
Agency the advantagea of Victoria as a 
starting and outfitting point has been 
made known all over the United King- 
dom and in the principal continental 
cities. The good work h&s been well be- 
gnu. Yictoria la raakine an unprece- 
dented effort and will achieve unprece- 
dented anccesa. 



FOOD FOR THE YUKON. 

" We take it that Alaska cannut be- 
come self-Bupporting." So eaya the San 
Pranciaco Chronicle, and it intends its 
obaervatiou to apply as well to the Brit- 
ish Yukon. It is ijuite correct, although 
tliere are some thiugs tliat can be grown 
in the Canadian portion of the Yukon 
valley. As this aubject is one of very 
great interest at thia time, we preaent a 
few facta bearing upon it. 

Dr. Dawson says that owing to its 
lesser altitude the climatic conditions in 
the Yukon valley are much more favor- 
able than in the Caasiar district, lie 
notes an absence of glaciera throughout 
the Caesiar and the mountains in which 
the Yukon's main tributaries riae, which 
indicates a lighter snowfall. We quote 
from hia report of ISSS : " The depth of 
snow in v.'inter continues to be incon- 
aidorable or moderate, at least as far 
doivn as Stewart river and Forty- 
Mile creek." lie compares the climate 
of the southern half of the Yukon 
strict to that of Central Euaeia, saying 
that the same general characteristics are 
observable. Wheat, barley and pota- 
toes are grown aucceesfully at Telegraph 
Creek on the Stickcen, and wheat has 
been grown " experimentally." Uarley 
has been ripened at Fort Yukon on the 
Arctic circles on the few occBsioas when 
it has been tried, and James Anderson, 
for some years Hudson's Bay Company's 
oflicer at the Fort, said that potatoes 
had been successfully grown there. Dr. 
DawBon summarizes liis observations on 
this subject as follows : 
■ Taking into consideration all the facta 
that I have been able to obtain, aa well 
HS those to be derived from an examina- 
tion of the natural flora of the country 
and the observed advance of vegetation, 
which, in the absence of actual experi- 
ment, are capable of alfording valiialjiu 
data, I feel no hesitation in stating niy 
belief that such hardy crojjs as barley, 
rye, turnips and flax can bo succeesfuHy 
cultivated in the Yukon district aa far 
north as the former position of Fort Sel- 
kirk near the 63rd parallel, or, in other 
words, about 1,000 miles north of Vic- 
toria. Taken in connection with tlm 
physical features of the region, thia 
in 'ana tiial chitlly 'vithin the drainage 
1,1 the area of the Yukon and for the 



moat part of the 60th parallel, there exists 
an area of about 60,000 square miles, of 
which a large proportion may, and 
doubtless in the future will, be utilized 
for the cultivation of such crops and in 
which cattle and horeea might be main- 
tained in sufficient number for local 
purpoaes witbout undue labor, as excel- 
lent summer grazing ia generally to be 
found along the river valleys, and 
natural hay meadows are frequent. _ I 
do not maintain that the country ia auit- 
able for immediate occupation by a large 
aelf-aupporting agricultural community, 
but hold that agriculture may before 
many years be successfully prosecuted in 
conjunction withthenf.tural development 
of tbe other resources of this great coun- 
try, of which by far the most valuable 
portion liee east of the line of the 
Alaskan boundary. 

This ia a statement of extreme impor- 
tance, for it beara directly upon tbe ex- 
ploitation of the gold minea of the coun- 
try. While it is exceedingly improbable 
that any of those who are now going 
into the Yukon, or any who will go for 
years to come, will think of adopting 
agriculture as a business, in the course 
of time the adaptability of the country 
for certain crops will lead to their culti- 
vation, eapeoially if quartz mining ia 
ever conducted on a large scale, as aeema 
altogether likely. 

In the meantime there will be thou- 
aanda of people to be fed, ami they will 
require the products of more southerly 
latitudes. The San Francisco Chron- 
icle says that California will be the 
basis of supply; but surely this ought 
not to be the case. British Columbia 
can furniah much that will be needed. 
It can send in all the beef 
that the minera will consume. It 
can supply the butter. It can 
grow roota and fruits and evaporate 
them, in which ahape they are the moat 
readily handled where tranaportation is 
at all difficult. 

We recommend the farmers of British 
Columbia to take this matter into their 
very serious consideration. An evapor- 
ating plant is very inexpensive and will 
handle apples, plume, prunes, potatoes, 
carrots, onions, beets and bo on, bo as to 
make them in every waysuited for trans- 
portation and storage in cold countries. 
There will be a great demand for butter 
and next year there will bo no difficulty 
about getting it into the country. We 
venture the prediction that regular ex- 
press communication will be eatabliahcd 
with Klondyke thia winter on the Yukon 
ice.

TELEGRAPHIC 

COUMUNICA TIONS. 

The repeated interruptiona ot tele- 
graphic communication with the main- 
laud have been a source not only of 
great inconvenience but of loss to the 
people of Victoria. Xo disposition ex- 
ists here to make undue complaint or to 
take steps, as longaa they can be avoided, 
towarda aecuring a connection with 
aome line on the mainland other than 
the Canadian Pacific; but there ia a 
time when patience ceasea to be a virtue, 
and if any of the members of the C.P.R. 
Telegraphic Company will talk with our 
business men for a few minutes they 
will be convinced that the limit has very 
nearly been reached. We pointed out a 
few days ago how we were not excep- 
tionally situated in regard to interrup- 
tion of cable communication, but in 
view of the fact that by the laying of a 
second cable the chance of connection 
With the mainland being ever broken, 
we think it not unreasonable to urge that 
such a cable should be laid at once, 

Tha business interests of Victoria re- 
qure this, and especially so aa the im- 
portance of Victoria as a business centre 
is Bteadily increasing because of the de- 
velopment of the gold minea of the 
Yukon. Victoria being the provincial 
capital, the interruption of ^telegraphic 
communication for days at a time may 
easily be a very serious matter, and it is 
not right that the chief naval station, in 
fact the only British naval station on 
the North I'luiific coast of America, may 
at any time be cut ofl' from the Main- 
land. It is also of the greatest import- 
ance, aa we have seen during the past 
(lay or two, that the Dominion officials 
here should not be shut off from connec- 
tion with Ottawa by wire. 

Inaamuch as the Canadian govern- 
ment, the provincial government, the 
naval authorities, and the commercial 
interests of the city are all deeply con- 
cerned in the improvement of our tele- 
graphic service, we suggest that united 
action on the part of these bodies would 
very quickly be followed by the laying 
of an alternate cable

The Xootka sound country is 
making a very jjromising sliowing in 
mineral, assays from the claims there 
running well in copper and gold,

THE FULL COURT. 

Judge Wnlkeiu's Order Varied in Neison & 
Fort Slieppanl vs. P.irlter, 

The Full court has given judgment in 
the appeal of Nelson & Fort Sfaeppard 
Railway v. Parker et al. The defendants 

staked ofT the townsite of Quartz Creek, 
in West Kootenay, and plaintiffs began 
action for trespass against them, on the 
ground that ttie land in ijuestion foru'.ed 
pan of the grant to the plaintili'a under 
autliority of ttie legislature. I'laititiffa 
secured an interi m injunction fri)m Mr. 
Justice McColl restraining the defend- 
anta from casting a cloud on plaintill'a' 
title. iJefendauts thereupon moved Ije- 
fore Mr. Justice Walkem to dissolve the 
injunction ; instead of which, howevei-, 
he made a fiirtlier order restricting 
plaintiffa from a))plying for a crown 
grant to the j)roperty pending the hear- 
ing of ttie trial. Plaintiffa appe.iled 
against this restriction and the defend- 
ants, by way of cross appeal, moved to 
dissolve that part of Mr. Justice Wal- 
kem 's order that did not dissolve Mr. 
Justice McColl's order. The Full court 
has now given judgment to the effect 
that the court has no jurisdiction to re- 
strain the company from applying for a 
crown '^rant. Argument on the cross 
appeal will be lieard on a day to be 
fixed.

p'rovinr.p, Tn accordance with the prom- 
ise made a year ago, Professor I'rince is 
making an extended stay o.n the coast 
studying the needs of British Columbia 
iu regard to fish, oyster and lobster 
culture, and finding how best to promote 
the fishing industry generally. His 
visit of last year paved the way for his 
present call, for his unassaming manner 
coupled with his high attainments and 
knowledge oi fish life at once gained for 
him tlie good opinion of those who are 
engaged in the Uahing industry. 

Speaking yesterday of the large run of 
salmon on the Fraser, Professor Prince 
remarked that the unanimous opinion of 
those he had spoken to on the subject 
here was in favor of the value of fish 
hatcheries, and in view of the results ob- 
tained he could not see how any reason- 
able doubt could be retained as to their 
benefit to the industry. From his own 
observations he considers the spawn of 
a few hundred fish, hatched out by arti- 
ficial means, far greater in results than 
that of thousands of fish spawning in the 
naual way, owing to the enormous waste 
by the latter method through the ova 
not being fertilized by tbe male fish. 

In reference to the Eastern oysters 
which were last year placed in British 
Columbia waters, Frofeasor Prince has 
visited the beds this trip and wne sur- 
prised at the extraordinary growth that 
the bivalves liave made since they were 
bro'iuht to the Coaat. There were some 
10,000 oysters laid down last year, most- 
ly on leased beds in Oyster bay, where 
tbey could be looked after without dan- 
ger of their being destroyed by un- 
scroupuloua ))eople. While not yet 
able to form an opinion as to whetlier 
the oysters are increasing ia number, 
Professor Prince says that compared 
with the growth in the same time in 
Atlantic waters the size ia something 
phenomenal. They are big, fat healthy 
fellows, and in taste exceedingly' iioe. 

So far Professor Prince has not been 
aide to find any of the 800 lobsters laid 
down a year aso. For aeveral moutha 
after they were placed in the water he 
had good reports of progress by men 
who were bet to watcli, but lately the 
lobstera have, not been seen and cuiise- 
iiueiitly he can form no deliiute opinion 
about ttii m. 

To-(luy I^rofeBEor Prince goes to.Stcves- 
toii where he baa been aeked to attend a 
meeting of lithermeu ; anil from there he 
goes to the headwaters of the I'Vaser to 
eiamine the spawning grounds of the 
salmon. 1 le e.\- ijecta to bi; back in Vic- 
toria before he returna I^ist. 

Yesterday ho was busy seeing people 
on various matters and gathering in- 
formation of difl'erent pointa which he 
desired to find out in relation to the 
lisuing induBiry.

and no tent, I have had an exceijtional- 
ly hard trip, a trip that people at home 
tiave a very faint conception of the hard- 
ships to ho borne. 

" The route f havo decided upon for 
tho now trail will bo a decided improve- 
ment upon tliGokl one, and lies thronj;li 
a practically level stretch of country, 
well, but no too heavily timljered, with 
plentj' of Btreaina 'and not too Bivampy. 
It will cause the eavinf; of quite a few 
miles of liard packin(^ over hard lulls."

Tlio weather throughout the season has 
been exceptionally backward and ^iliange- 
able, and it is owing to this tliat the 
canneries are meeting with such poor 
success. Fishermen using seines are 
having better luck than those using 
the gill not. On account of 
the cold, rainy weather the fish 
do not rise to the surface and 
have to be caught low down. At Naas 
river when the Louise left the local pack 
was 7,000 cases. The largest pack on 
the Skeena when the steamer called was 
7,500 cases. Tliree or four canneries 
had an average pack of 7,000, while the 
remaining ones had an average of some- 
thing like 500 cases less. The total pack 
on Rivers Inlet was -10,000 cases, aa 
against 100,000 cases for this time of 
year last season. At Alert Bay 1,500 
cases were packed and at Lowe Inlet 
7,000 cases. The Louise brought very 
little freight. Among her passengers 
was Mr. Alexaniier, who had been visit- 
ing hie brotiier at Port Simpson, the 
latter having paid him a visit in Kng- 
land last year. Miss Crosby and Mrs. 
Spencer and son were others who ar- 
rived on the steamer. 

.MYSTERIOUS I'ltEl'.MlATIO.NS. 

Waterfront men are speculating on 
what tlie steamship City of Seattle is 
being fitted out for in Tacoina, They 
assert positively that it is not for tlie 
Northern trade, and some cannot but 
cherieli the idea that the ship will be 
run to Victoria. Those who are fitting 
the vessel up are keeping tlie matter of 
her charter a secret. The local agent of 
the Northern Pacilic railroad could not 
throw any liglit on the subject yester- 
day. Nor has he yet been advisetl of 
any re-arrangement of the City of fCing- 
ston's Buhedule, although such is now 
expected in view of the withdrawal of 
the Rosalie from the Victoria-Sound 
route.

NO LIQUOR FOR ALASKA. • 

Collector Ivey, it is Said, Will Try and 
Keep It Out. 

Collector ivey, who has gone to Alaska 
to aSHUiuB charge of the customs district 
of that territory, it is understood, has 
specific instruotiona from the treasury 
department to enforce to the letter the 
executive order restricting the importa- 
tion and Bale of liquors in Alaska. 

Under the laws governing the terri- 
tory of Alaska,, no liijuors, maltor vinous 
ciiii bo imported, iiiariufaclured, or sold 
there, save by a special permit allowing 
their iiso for medicinal, inedianical or 
acicntilic purposes, liespite this regula- 
tion, 'here are now in Alaska live brew- 
eries in operation, and 1-U! otJier places 
where liiiiiors are sold. Alaska is in the 
internal revenue district of Oregon, and, 
during tiie ye.ir 1891), there were M7 spe- 
cial ta.xes collected from persons engaged 
iu Belling liquor. There are numerous 
saloons in Juneau, Sitka and other Alas- 
kan towns, where liquor is obtained for 
the askine, and no attempt is made to 
conceal tliu fact that this huainess is 
being carried on. The special tax which 
every one in the liquor business, is forced 
to pay is not iasuetl as a lieense, or to 
afTord any protection to the holder, as it 
id expressly stated theron that tho same 
sluill not bo in conflict with any munici- 
pal, county or Btate laws concerning the 
regulationa of the liquor trallic. 

The sale of liquor in Alaska is only al- 
lowed under llie executive order, for 
medicinal, mechanical or ecientilic pur- 
poses by piirsoiia who obtain a jiennit to 
do so from tho governor of the territory. 
13eforo till) permit is issued, the appli- 
cant has to make au affidavit, and fur- 
nish a bond in not leas than $500 that he 
will not sell intoscicating liquors to any 
person not known to him, or duly ideu- 
litied, or to a person in the habit of 
becoming intoxicated, nor on his prem- 
iHea,and that ho will make full returns of 
the diaposition of liquor be is permitted 
to ham Esery peraoH ander the regula- 
tions who secureaa permitfrom the gov- 
ernor to sell liquors for medicinal, me- 
chanical or scientific purposea, is requir- 
ed to secure from the collector of the Or- 
egon district a special tax receipt as a 
iquor dealer, 'Xwo of the breweries pay 
a special tax on the manufacture of MO 
barrels of beer, or over, and the remain- 
ing three on leas than 500. The other 
special taxes are issued to druggista, and 
retail liquor dealere. 

Just now five breweries and 142 other 
places can Had it a paying buainoss to 
Bill liquors only for medicinal, mecbani- 
cil and Bcientilic purposes is the ques- 
tion that CoUec.tor Iveiy has to wrestle 



with. It is understood that he has ex- 
plicit instructions to enforce the regula- 
tions against liquor in his district, and, 
if he does, the law hitherto iDOre 
honored in the breach than in its ohser-s 
vauce, ia likely to become odioua, aa'd ' 
be followed by a strong ellbrt; to secawi ' 
the removal of the present '. reatriotiona.' 

The Klondyke excitement 'arid- the 
mad rush to that distant coUQtrjr-bayei 
given an impetus to tho amugRlinP' of. 
liquor through Alaska, and thousandB of 
gallons bought at Fort Simpson, it is le- 
ported, have been succeaafully overlooked 
by the United States customs otlieials, 
whose duty it is to prevent illicit busi- 
ness. 

Collector Ivey has provided a plnee for 
John P. Ward, the veteran politician of 
Portland, who sailed on the steamer Citj- 
of Topeka from Seattle yesterday for 
Ounalaska, one of the Aleutian islands, 
where he will serve as a deputy collector 
of customs at a salary of $1,400 per an- 
num. Mr. Ward endeavored to secure 
his old position aB r.-praiser of customs 
in this district, but" there was aucb a 
protest made against bis appointment 
that he withdrew from the race. 

Another appointment that Collector 
Ivey has made is Emanuel Herman, to 
be a deputy collector of customs at the 
new aubport of entry of Dyea. Mr. Hex- 
man is a nephew of Sol.- Hirach, -wbosB 
influenced it is 'understood aepured him 
the place. He. waa about the cuatoni" 
liouse in thiacity yesterday learning the 
ropes, and leaves on the Elder to-morrow 
for Uyea. Just how Collector Ivey will 
get around the civil service regulations 
in making appoiuttnents ia not under- 
stood ; but it ia apparent that the law is 
being circumvented in some way. R. 
Ross, formerly poundmaster here, was a 
deputy collector of customs at Circle 
City, but has abandoned his office and 
gone to Klondyke, 200 miles distant, and 
Collector Ivey will have to put some one 
in his place, thus giving another of his 
Portland friends an opportunity to hold 
a government job. — Oregoniaii.

A CLEVER liNVENTION. 

Two Victorians Patent a Process tor Pro- 
ducing PhotOBTapWc VlEnettes That la 
Likely to Attract Mucti Attention. 

There haa been recently patented nt 
Ottawa by Mr. J. C. liyers and Mr. JO. 
A. Harris, of this city, a most ingenious 
contrivance for producing vignette plio- 
tographa. The apparatus ia tiie result 
of months of patient labor by Mr. Eyera, 
the photographer of Yates street. 

" For twenty-6ve years," aaid that 
gentleman, " I have been trying all man- 
ners of ways to produce that graduated 
tint on photographs which ia so much 
Bought after, but hitherto next to impoa- 
Bible to produce. If you take an ordin- 
ary vignette you will notice that the 
photograpli proper breaks oil" abruptly, 
and then there ia no gradual fading of 
the picture into the background, while 
with the new proceas the shaded-oll" por- 
tion of the figure is so delicately gradu- 
ated that it ia impoaaible to tell where 
tbe shading actually begins. 

"And another feature whicli will 
commend our patent to all photograph- 
ers is the fact that in printing it is not 
neceasary to have the negative facing 
the source of light — the aun or tbe re- 
flected light from a cloud. As at present 
in printing a vignette tbe frame has to 
be constantly shifted in order to keep 
tbe picture fairly towards the light or 
otherwise if it is eet at an angle the light 
gets under the edge of the oval and as a 
consequence the picture is not a perfect 
form, besides which the edges are always 
harsh. 

" The now process changes all this aa 
the negative itself is shaded; hence it 
makes no dillerence in what position the 
printing frame is with respect to the 
light, ihe picture ia always jiroperly 
printed. 

" That our invention ia a novelty we 
think ia proven by the promptitude with 
whidi the patent office regiatered our 
design. inuring the past few years I 
have known of three patents which were 
granted for a aimilar object, and when I 
WEiB reading the deacriplion of the last 
one I saw that the inventor misaed tlie 
mark and the correct idea came to me 
in a flash, and after spending ai.x weeks 
in hard work I succeeded in making a 
working model which I have used on 
many of my picturea with the very 
higheflt of artistic results, aa samples 
will show." 

The apparatiip is eimplioity itself, and 
tlie beinitifnl eU'ecla produced by it 
cliallent;(! critieiHin. Priinarly the idea 
is .a double wire Hc.reen hung in front of 
the leiia of, the Ciimera. Thrcnigh thiw 
screen a cJrcnhir opening ia cut about 
the same diameter aa that of the lens. 
Between tlieee t'^o wire screens a shut 
of traneliicent material ia placed which 
softena the light. In order that the 
meshes of tin; pcreeiia will not ahow on 
the negative and to break up tlie lines 
the slightest movement of camera causes 
the screen to oacellato and so produce a 
beautiful soft ahading. By simply 
turning a thumb screw while focussing, 
the screen may be moved backward or 
forward on its bracket in front of tbe 
lens thus making the vignette larger or 
smaller as required.

THE LATEST LETTER, 

Hart Hnmber Writes from Dawson City 
with tbe Tbermometer at 83 o in 
the Shade. 

flesidenta of Koaaland, although the 
majority entertained their own opinions 
that Kootenay was the beat corner of 
the earth, were just a little entbueed as 
long ago as last April by news then re- 
ceived from abov(! Forty Mile. Two of 
their number indeed were Bufliciently 
iujpresaed, to bid good bye to Koaaland, 
and now one of the two writes from 
Dawson City in a tone that indicates no 
regret. Hart Hum her is the miner in 
question, and hia letter — dated aa re- 
cently aa June 18 — is as below : 

" Dawson Cii'y,N.W.T., June 18, 1897. 

"Friend Charlie— As I promised to 
write to you after I got into this country, 
I will now try to give you some idea of 
the condition of things in this region 
After leaving Dyea we had a trip full of 
hairbreadth escapes and arrived at Daw 
son on the Klondyke Juno 9. We were 
about 75 days on tbe trip. We came in 
at tbe very worst time; we abould hav 
started either a month earlier or later. 

" I was the only one in the party that 
had the nerve to ride through the can 
yon, White Horse rapids. Five Fingers 
and Pink rapids. They are all verydan- 
geroua places, but I made them O K 
I will start to work to-morrow morning 
atifl.50 per hour. I will work with pick 
and shovel about three weeks, and will 
then liave a better job with the same 
outfit and will get an ounce of gold per 
day (^!17). 

"There are at least 50 people going 
out on the boat to-morrow who nine 
months ago were "bribtlee" (on the bog), 
and now are taking out all the way from 

.ni),ooo to $100,000. 

" Dan O'Brien and another man leave 
to-night (night is the best time to travel 
aa it ia cool and aa light as day) for a 
month's prospecting. 

" There is more money spent over the 
bar and at gambling in one night here 
than there is in Eossland in a month. 
Meals are $1.50 and drinks 50 centa. 
Flour last, winter was !i;1.50 per pound 
and bacon *2 ; but now flour is I2y, centa 
and bacon 75 cents a pound. It coats. 25 
centa a pound to have your etui! taken 
out to the mines. There are more ways 
of making money here than any place I 
ever aaw. 

" If you conclude to come up here you 
can come on the last boat to .St. Mich- 
ael's, then take tlie river boat lor Uaw- 
Bon, which ia the cheapest and best way 
to come in. They only allow you 150 
pounds of baggage, so that you cannot 
bring any snpplica. You cin get outlita 
here. 

" The temperature was 82 degrees in 
the shade to-day. The sun was out of 
eight only one and one-quarter houra 
last night. 

" This ia undoubtedly the ricbeat plac 
er camp ever struck. The diggings are 
15 miles from Dawson. One Montana 
man took oat $9G,000 out of 45 square 
feet. Another took out ^130,000 out of 
So eijuare feet, and there are many more 
strikea equally as rich. Old timers ex- 
pect to make new strikea thia winter, 
There is a growth of eight inches of moas 
all over the ground wliich makes laljur 
ions walking and rendera prospecting 
dillicult. 

I really believe that I will make 
stake up here. The moaquitoea are 
something awful.

Wood is scarce and requires a 
great deal of labor in cutting. Tbe cli- 
niate ia healthy and there is very little 
sickness. The chief complaints are 
scurvy and kiduey trouble and rheuma- 
tiam. Though the winter is eight months 
long it ia only three weeks that tbe sun 
ia not aeen. Miners' wages are ^15 a day, 
but this rate will fall soon if the present 
rush continues from the Pacific Coast.

.STRICKLAND TALKS SENSIBLY. 

Circle City Deserted by Everyone- Minini; 
Profitable but Not Over Pleaaant. 

Inspector Strickland, of tbe N. W.JI.P., 
has just returned to Regina from the 
land of which all tbe world just now ia 
talking. Forty .Mile creek, when he 
reached there on .Inly 21, ISlto, waa the 
centre of tlie mining district. The 
twi'lve ineml/ers of the police who havt: 
taken to mining are all doing well. Tlie 
live wlio are now on tlieir way back did 
not like a miner'a life. George Cormick, 
alias Siwaeli Cieorgo, found golil in enor- 
mous (luantilies in a creek running into 
the Tliron-Diiu'k, on August 12, lSi)(i 
lie made it known as aoon aa he could 
get to Forty IMile. A atampede to the 
creek nt once took place, and uiiiiers 
jiourcd in from the United Staiea sidi: 
in such numbera that now not more tiian 
half a dozen clnima are being worked in 
the Circle City district. These men had 
to drag their kits and belongings on 
sleda for 300 miles over rough ice. This 
Btampede aet in at the beginning of 
January and continued all winter. The 
first work of the men was to build their 
lioiises, and very heavy work it was 
Mr. Strickland does not believe the 
story of .$200,000 having been already 
made there by any one man, but aaya 
the moat literal triitlia read like fairy 
tales. It ih, however, very bard to say 
just what is being made. 

The miners are reticent about their 
earnings, ilo can say, however, that 
miuera who have come out and staked 
claima thia year, who number about a 
hundred, have taken or t-ent away 
already auma 'varying from $5,000 to 
$50,000 each, and have kept back con- 
siderable sums for development and 
other investment. Miners from Cali- 
fornia, Australia and South Africa eay 
that nothine in the world has been 
struck ao rich. Inapector Strickland 
aaya if the country lilla up »b rapidly aa 
it ia doing the two trading eompatiiea 
will not be sufficient to supply the food 
for them and there ia plenty of room for 
other companiea in this llnei Provia- 
ions are noteodear aa might be expected.
